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Battle of the sexes

George Bach, The Intimate 
Enemy-How to Fight Fair in 
Love and Marriage, $1.25 
paperback, Avon. 

Mark E. Petersen, Marriage and 
Common Sense, $3.50 hardback, 
Bookcraft. 


Elder Petersen writes a cooling 
work to encourage the union of 
heart and head’ in the union of 
man and woman. Nowhere does 
his writing waver with 
compromise, rather his writing is 
succint and Convincing. Case 
histories and cause-effect 
structure aid him in outlining the 
natural laws upon which happy 
marmnages are predicated. He sees 
no need to generate heat to arrive 
at light. 

Bach, however, reasons that 
fights are inevitable consequences 
of any intimate relationship, 
hence combatants should learn 
how to fight fair. Fighting, he 
figures, is. healthy; indeed, as 
healthy as an apple: “A fight. a 
day keeps the doctor away,” he 
suggests. Of course, the word’ 
“fight”? has a special meaning in 
his vocabulary, a meaning that 
makes room for _ responsible 
inventory. 

Elder Petersen, on the other 
hand, can see no constructive end 
to be gained by fighting and so 
encourages the calm-and-cool 
approach to settling differences. 
His attempt is to place reason 
alongside romance and passion in 
the intimate relationship. He 
discusses problems in light of 
precipitating causes. Topics such 
as early dating, early marriage, 
forced marriage, faulty education, 
in-law conflicts, working wives, 
infidelity, nagging, poor money 
management, and irresponsible 
parenthood are all treated in the 
cause-effect framework. 


Elder Petersen’s key to a happy 
marriage is effective planning. 
“We get precious little out of life 
without careful planning,’ he 
says. And he further suggests that 
this planning should begin in 
courtship, since courtship often 
sets the pattern for marriage. 

Elder Petersen’s argument is a 
plug for common. sense. The 
cynical Mark Twain defined 
common sense as “that sense that 
tells you that the world is flat.”’ 
But Petersen’s common sense 
rounds out the world—it brings 
realities: before the eyes of the 
reader. His arguments are backed 
with case histories, statistics, and 
his own distilled wisdom. He 
maintains that if the motive is 
wrong, the follow-through won’t 
be right. 

Despite the diversity, the two 
share a common core. For, Bach 
does not advocate a free-for-all. In 
fact, he favors planned attacks 
anads- pst © p-€.r dota Ves. 
recommending fighting as a means 
of true familiarity—one that is 
rooted to reality and one that 
allows husband and wife the 
freedom to spar for rights. 

Yet, Elder Petersen might view 
Bach’s recommendation as a 
jungle law and one that shouldn’t 
govern a marriage. But Bach aims 
at constructive fighting—fighting 
that moves the combatents 
toward an understanding. Elder 
Petersen would contend that 
fighting, no matter ihe motive, 
may get out of hand and foil any 
BA UNO IE te fo S Je Ge tah rian) 
understanding. He would rather 
settle differences in the light of 
reason, not in the heat of passion. 

Back’s reasoning is sound. There 
is a need to air suggestions and 
vent frustrations. However, Elder 
Petersen‘s cool-and-calm 
philosophy is more convincing, 
since differences are more 
securely settled when opponents 
are fresh and forgiving.

But 
with or without speech, he clearly 
presides at conference. The entire 
proceedings indicate an acute 
awareness of the presence of the 
prophet. At one time during the 
Sunday morning session, he left

the stand to respond to some 
expediency, and the vacant chair 
was an obvious void. 

For a man of small stature, 
Presdent Kimball looms large. His 
Dresemoee penetrates« his 
surroundings. His compact, sturdy 
frame seems expandable; indeed, 
his mind encompasses all. He is a 
David, well equipped to battle the 
Goliaths, for his countanance is 
confident and his capacity to do is 
enormous. 

Besides presiding at the six 
general sessions, President Kimball 
presided at the Relief Society 
Conference, reorganizing the 
presidency of this and the Primary 
organization. He also spoke at the 
Welfare Session, stressing that 
church members must provide for 
themselves and allow any poor to 
work for what they receive. He 
then admonished the Priesthood 
Saturday nightto meet the 
missionary goals. And, of course, 
he accomodated the numerous 
requests for waves, smiles and 
gestures. Yet, the only hint of 


fatigue was a yawn midway 
through the final session on 
Sunday. ; 


As always, the conference 
grounds were well groomed. 
However, due to the surrounding 
road. construction, the temple 
grounds appeared even more of an 
island, more of an Eden, apart 
from the world of strife. People, 
too, were part of the contrast. 
Inside the gates mulled the 
thousands who competed for the 
tabernacle seats. Some of them 
arrived as early as 3 a.m. for the 
10 a.m. Sunday session. Still, they 
were alert and fresh, cheerful and 
courteous. But outside the gates 
were preachers of different faiths 
and people annoyed with the 
bothers of conference traffic. 


This was obviously a world 
COMUICIAMES. Wie wrowimels 
abounded with foreign language, 
and yet the faces all seemed 
familiar. The nations had gathered 
to hear and see a prophet. They 
were provided with headphones 
that carried instantaneous 
translation of the speakers. 

The fact is that the church is 
growing fast. There are now 3.3 
million members, 661 stakes (86 
overseas), and 112 misssions.

Friday evening by Elizabeth 
Homer, of the Homecoming 
committee, after the polls had 


closed and the student body vote 
had been tabulated. 

Although 5,000 votes were 
needed, less than 1,800 were cast 
during the three-day voting period 
which started Wednesday, 
according the Miss Homer. 


Originally the student vote was 
to count 25 per cent towards the 
selection of the queen with the 
contests composing the other 75 
per cent. 


Hal Romrell, Homecoming 
Chairman, pointed out that unless 
at least 5,000 votes were received, 
the student vote would be 
discounted completely and the 
selection of the queen would rely 
entirely upon the judges’ decision. 


In making the announcement, 
Miss Homer said that because less 
than 5,000 votes were cast, the 
student vote counted less than 10 
per cent. “The judges took the 
votes that were cast, into account 
in making their final decision,” 
she added.

Cc Ommes pond 
completely with the decision of 
the judges up to that point. “The 
student vote did influence the 
final outcome, however,’ said 
Miss Homer.

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TALKING MANIKINS

“While I was thus in the act of 
calling upon God, I discovered a 
light appearing in my room, which 
continued to increase until the 
room was lighter than at noonday, 
when immediately a personage

manikins spread gospel message 


appeared at my bedside, standing 
in the air.” 

This is how Joseph Smith 
recorded a vision of Angel Moroni 
on September 21, 1823, but it 
also describes an unusual incident 
that occurred last spring at Expo 
74 in Spokane, Washington. 

As the electrical system for The 
Church of Jesus Christ. of 


Latter-day Saints World’s Fair 
exhibit was being tested, a woman 
wandered into the _ pavillion 
without detection. The room was 
dark. She gazed into the blackness 
and suddenly a light began to 
appear. It became increasingly 
brighter, and the Angel Moroni 
stood before her. The woman, 
shocked and stunned, screamed

and as the workman ran to her 
aid, she pointed frantically, half 
out of her wits. ““Do you see what 
I see!” she exclaimed. 

The explanation which followed 
told the frightened woman that 
what she saw was not really a 
vision but a talking manikin, 
developed by the Church for use 
in many of its visitors’ centers and 
exhibits around the world. These 
manikins have been received with 
much acclaim. King Cole, 
President of Expo °74, stated that 
the Church’s display was a “‘new 
breakthrough in the theory of 
exhibitry.” ‘Popular Photography 
in a recent issue rated the Expo 
°74 exhibits and the Mormon 
Pavillion as being a generation 
ahead of others in its use of 
audio-visual techniques. 

Thomas D. Lasko, Exhibit 
Director of the Church’s Public 
Communications Department, 
tells how the talking manikins are 
built and how such lifelike effects 
are achieved. According to Lasko, 
the talking effect is produced 
when a motion picture of an actor 
is projected onto the face of a 
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manikin, giving the illusion of 
changing expression and speech. 
AY similar idea is used 
extensively by Walt Disney 
Productions at Disneyland and 
Disney World. Anyone who has 
been through Disneyland’s 
Haunted House knows how 
effective this is. 


Church developes new process 

But the external projection 
technique has its problems, 
Mormon engineers claim. One 
problem is the movie projector 
must be placed in front of the 
Mmantkins his exposes = thie 
projector and the light beam to 
observers. Probably the largest 
difficulty is alignment. In order 
to have a lifelike image, alignment 
MWS le jeaeC!, Cx A Gouillle 
image appears. 

Drawing on research and 
experimentation in the field, the 
Church Exhibit Division started to 
work on a new idea: placing a 
projector in the body of the 
manikin and projecting the

routines,’’ says Bastian, “so we try 
to please the students.” : 

This. philosophy has served the 
DAME vel, CHmeeiailllhy ii 
potentially explosive situations. 
While in Washington D.C. for the 
inauguration parade, the band was 
the target of hecklers and 
demonstrators. Swinging into a 
routine of current top tunes the 
band drowned out the heckling 
and had many of the protestors 
dancing down the street after 
them. ‘‘We have occasional 
hecklers when we play at other 
universities too,” says Bastian, 
“but they usually quiet down 
once we’ve started and we always 
get cheers.” This year the band’s 
most intricate routine will feature / 
a medley of Chicago numbers. 

Halftime shows are not the only 
function of the band. The main 
purpose, the overriding reason for 
the band’s existence, is to provide 
spirit and entertain the spectators. 
The Cougar Band has its own 
block seating at football games in 
the end zone and forms a cheering 
section loud enough to rival the 
card stunt section. 

After football season the 
strenuous schedule of practices 
will ease off. In the interim winter 
months the band will meet in the 
Fine Arts Center two or three 
times a week to practice their 
music but they will not march 
again till next fall. Then, says 
Beth Larsen, a second year 
member of the band, “the fun 
begins,’ and there is time for 
band firesides, parties and other 
get-togethers. It is not surprising 
that the long hours spent together 
practicing, performing and 
traveling form a close-knit group. 


Batian is fiercely proud of his 
band, and he has a right to be. In 
a time when many marching 
bands are dying out due to lack of 
support and interest, the Cougar 
Band must turn away members 
because of the limited number of 
uniforms and inadequate finances. 


Drum major Tim Jackson 
attributes some of the band’s 
continued success to the fact that 
it is entirely student run. “ I guess 
a lot of schools are losing their 
bands because they can’t find 
anyone to run them,” he said. 


A credit hour ais hardly, 
compensation for the band 
members, said Bastian. “They 
work pretty hard and sometimes 
they get pretty discouraged. i 
wish more people would tell 
them, not just me, how much 
they are appreciated.” 


Jackson wondered about those 
who think a band isn’t necessary. 
“Some people think we could get 
along without a marching band 
but I believe the spirit would 
really go down.” 


Bastian has personal goals of 
increasing the size of the band as 
soon as finances allow it and 
experimenting more with the 
electronic instruments in a 
marching situation. There will be 


many hours and: sleepless nights . 


for the band for everyone and 
Bastian hurles this challenge to 
anyone who downgrades the 
band, “Lots of people think band 
members are sissies but I dare 
them to come out and put in as 
much work as these kids.

picture to its face. The result of 
such “‘internal projection” is eves 
more realism.

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After the desired facial features 
are achieved, a mold of the face is 
made. From the mold, a frosted 
mask is cast. This is then ready to 
be placed on the manikin. 

To mold the body, a human 
model is clothed in a pair of 
leotards, wrapped in plastic, then 
covered with another pair of 
leotards. 

The next step is to wrap the 
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University Mall 
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“fiberglass, the same type as that 


material which has been soaked in 
acetone for softening. Once the 
process has begun, the model 
must assume and hold the exact 
position desired. The model stays 


in the mold about one half-hour 


while it dries. 

After the mold is dry, the 
plastic is cut in two pieces to be 
removed from the model. Later, 
the manikin’s body is patched

In the manikins that feature 
talking faces, a super eight movie 
projector is placed in the torso. 
The image is projected to the 
frosted mask by a special process, 
for which the church has applied 
for saeepatent. skhus,. a sitelike 
moving image appears, and 
another talking manikin is ready 
for usein Church displays around 
the world. 


Visitor Centers 

The creation of nearly all 
Church display material originates 
with the Exhibit Division of the 
Public Communications Dept. 
There is a detailed process, which 
is followed stringently for the 
creation of any display or visitors’ 
center. A visitors’ center comes 
into being in one of two ways. 
Either it is recommended by the 
General Authorities or it is 
requested by stake officials. The 
obvious place for a visitors’ center 
is near a temple because it creates 
interest and provides some basis 
for tourist activity. 

Occasionally, a group of stake 
presidents and a mission president 
get together, decide they needa 
visitors’ center and make a request 
to the General Authorities. 

After it has been decided that a 
ViSOnSs scemter= 1s needed, =the 
request will find its way to Elder 
Mark Be Peterson and Elder 
Gordon B. Hinckley. They will

Wendell J. Ashton, managing

With the information on size, 
location, and basic ideas, Public 
Communications, and church 
architect Emil Fetzer, develop a 
proposal as to the size, shape, 
kind of exhibits, and all pertinent 
facts of cost and scheduling. This 
in-depth proposal is then 
presented to Elder Peterson and 
Elder Hinckley. If the proposal is 
approved by them, it is submitted 
to the First Presidency. If the 
First Presidency approves, the 
proposal comes back to the Public 
Communications Dept. for further 
study and work on the details of 
cost. 

Next the First Presidency 
approves the project and finally it 
is sent to the Committee on 
Expenditures to appropriate the 
necessary funds. 

MITER BCAIS MOGEIS are 
completed and approved, 
construction gets underway. 
Things don’t always go as 
planned, and many problems 
occur, say Church engineers.

ATT Aeus* cases shame county 


A social worker at family 
services received a referral from a 
neighbor alleging that 
three-year-old Sherry had been 
abused: The social worker 
contacted the parents and for the 
first time observed the child. She 
was rather small for her age. Her 
hair was curly and blonde. Her 
face was marred by bruises, as was 
most of her body. Her arms were 
bruised in brown and blue colors. 
And, she was shaking. Sherry 
appeared dazed and would not 


down at the floor. Indeed, she 
needed immediate medical care. 


Typical Case 

This is a typical case of child 
abuse. Lynn Jocabsen, an intent 
young social worker for the Utah 
State Division of Family Services, 
says that child abuse is a growing 
problem. Family Serives, he 
maintains, was created by the 
state to explore cases of neglect 
and abuse. The division has a 
voice in court cases and then 
assists in the rehabilitation of

together whenever possible,” adds 
Jocabsen. 

In June, 1969, four referrals 
concerning child abuse were 
reported to the Utah County 
Division. In June of 1970, eight 
cases were reported. June, 1971, 
had eight cases; June, 1972, had 
16 cases. June 1973 climbed to 32 
cases, and in June of this year, 46 
cases of child abuse were referred. 


Cases not reported 

Even in the face of available 
statistics, one must take into 
account the many cases that are 
not reported. As Jacobsen puts it, 
“Parents of abused children 
usually beat their children behind 
closed doors.” 

How do cases come to the 
attention of the State? The most 
common referrals, says Jacobsen, 
are made by people that the 
children come in contact with. An 
attractive school teacher observed 
some children playing leapfrog at 
recess. During the game one little 
boy’s T-shirt flew up. The teacher 
was shocked to see welts and 
bruises lacing the little boy’s back. 
She immediately reported the 
incident to Family Services. 
Teachers, neighbors, hospitals. 
doctors and others are the most 
common source for referrals. 


Excuses 

Doctors in hospitals will report 
when they suspect that injuries 
could not have developed from 
one of the three most common 
excuses child abusers use. These 
three excuses are: the child fell 
down some stairs; he fell off his 
tricycle or he fell out of his crib. 

Sherry’s parents said she had 
fallen down while playing in the 
basement. The social worker 
doubted this excuse since bruises 
were in varying stages of healing. 
The worker then insisted that the 
child be taken to the hospital, but 
the parents objected and became 
increasingly hostile. 


Tough to prove 
Jacobsen says one of the most 
frustrating parts of his job is 
proving child abuse cases. 
Neighbors and others who report 
cases often refuse to be a witness 
during the trial because they’re 
afraid of becoming involved or are 
being intimidated. Doctors can 
only state they feel it “very 
unlikely” that injuries to the child 

occurred through a fall. 


Child abuse 


his parent into abusive or 
punishing action. The child is a 
victim of bad parenting. We try to 
teach parents how to deal with 
their children so they won’t 
initiate frustrating behavior. A 
child can back the parent into a 
corner, and punishment becomes 
the parents last resort. Mild 
punishment does the trick at first 
but greater and greater punishing 
becomes the parents last resort. 


In this college area 
couples are faced with many other 
problems and pressures: Financial, 
school, church, relatives and other 
expectancies. “A fighting behavior 
will often develop in the home,” 
said Dr. Peine. 


Bad Parenting 

Dr. Peine and other members of 
hospital staff teach parents how 
to manage homes, and how to 
monitor their behavior and divert 
the path that leads to child abuse 
before it begins. There are other 
factors besides bad parenting that 
cause abuse, Dr. Peine stated, 
“but in this area, I believe bad 
parenting is the main problem. In 
the case of child deaths are 
burnings through abuse, I believe 
this is the act of a psychotic and 
not the norm.” 


Dr. Peine seriously concluded, 
“TI would suggest that each parent 
question himself; am I using 
punishment to satisfy myself or to 
help my child?” 


Though, some parents might 
seek help, many others become 
entrapped in the web of child 
abuse. 


A two-year-old girl with big, 
brown eyes, picks up a broken 
cup with a listless grasp. She sits 
on a bare basement floor. Later, 
sirens scream as she is taken to 
intensive care at the local hospital. 
Her head has been crushed on a 
cement floor. The doctor says she 
will now have to start life over a 
new-born baby. It is unlikely the 
injury was caused by a fall as the 
parents claim. 


In another part of town, a thin, 
pale little boy is beaten by his 
father until he stops breathing. He 
is revived by his father only to be 
beaten again. A neighbor hears the 
cries of the little boy as they 
pierce the apartment walls, but 
the old lady is afraid to confront 
the father. She calls Family 
Services. Later, when asked if she 
will testify at the child abuse trial, 
the old lady closes her door in the 
social workers face. “I can’t be 
involved,” she says.
